Accurately complete form in legible hand printing, A Separate form must be completed for each entry. A separate entry 
muet be [осе concerning each vehicle (or vehicle part) taken in a multiple theft, i.e. a tractor and trailer theft, auto and 
trailer theft, etc. 


Only one numerial or letter may be entered per space, Do not skip spaces or use special symbols (-&*+ / etc.) when 
entering data, except when entering field office file number, vehicle color, and miscellaneous information where such symbols are 
permissible. Use appropriate NCIC codes, if known, otherwise fill in blank lines where they appear.

Vehicles identified as being used in a crime over which Bureau has jurisdiction should be immediately entered in 
NCIC as a “felony vehicle," if its location is unknown and locating vehicle would assist in solution of the crime. Minimum 
information necessary for entry is the same as for a stolen vehicle except state, year and type of license plate (where 
appropriate) are not required. If available, these items should be entered. 


Stolen vehicle parts entries are limited to VIN plates, engines and transmissions identified by serial number (model numbers 
are not serial numbers). Minimum information necessary for entry is serial number, vehicle year and make, date of theft, and 
the field office file number. Identity of the part (i.e., the word VIN plate, engine or transmission) must be entered in space 
provided for miscellaneous data (See item 15, below).
